SEOUL (UPI)—The rul- 
ing military junta disclosed 
Saturday it has arrested all 
members of a special inves- 
tigation team which it had 
appointed to probe illegal 
profiteering. 

The junta said the arrests 
were made Sept. 25 and in- 
cluded a number of mili- 
tary officers and civilians. 

Although the announce- 
ment did not disclose the 
exact mumber of arrests, 
sources said more than 40 

rsons had been arrested 
necluding a brigadier gen- 
eral, more than 12 colonels 
and lower grade officers, 
and several professors and 
businessmen. 

The junta sald those ar- 
rested had been engaged in 
investigating South Korean 
businessmen who were 
under suspicion of profiting 
by tax evasion or other illi- 
cit means during the Syng- 
man Rhee and John Chang 
regimes. 

Sources said the junta 
Suspected the investigators 
of accepting bribes from 
the busin@égsmen to get the 
fines lowered.

Political observers had said 
that the ROK Government had 
expected former Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi or some other 
top politician to head the Japa- 
nese delegation. 

Foreign Office sources could 
not say how long it will take to 
restore the situation to a point 
where the talks can be resumed. 

The sources also said South 
Korea might choose for its chief 
delegate a person other than 
former interim President Huh 
Chung, who has up to now been 
regarded as the most likely per- 
son for the post.

SEOUL (Kyodo)—A member 
of the Republic of Korea dele- 
gation to the Japan-ROK talks 
said here Saturday that the 
ROK Government would not 
change its attitude of postpon- 
ing the conference “unless 
Japan shows sincerity.” 

The statement was taken as 
an expression of dissatisfaction 
with the, Japanese Govern- 
ment’s confirmation of Michi- 
suke Sugi as its chief delegate 
to the talks.

The official, Toshio Urabe, 
Foreign Office counselor, made 
the statement upon his return 
by NWA plane from the ROK 
yesterday.

Urabe had been touring South 
Korea as leader of a. six-man 
Foreign Office inspection team, 
which made an eight-day econo- 
mic tour of South Korea from 
Sept. 30. He returned ahead of 
the other members of the team. 

Urabe told newsmen the 
South Korean people were in- 
dustrious bevond his expecta- 


’ tion, the rice crop was abun- 


dant there and the revolution- 
ary regime was making serious 
efforts to reconstruct the coun- 
try. 

However, he said he noted on 
the other hand that the ROK 
economy was still generally 
stagnant and that some of the 
people apparently were afraid 
speak out.

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Right now is a most interesting time in Jgpan and 
those who write about business conditions are putting out 
some most interesting information which should be read 
by all. These business trends are difficult to follow and 
understand because we find much difference of opinion 
among economists who carefully watch 
what is happening in Japan. 

Japan seems to be a land of plenty. 
Maybe she has gone too fast too soon. 
Factories all up and down the line between 
Tokyo and Osaka are being built, only to 
come to the stern realization that money 
today is very tight and it is most difficult to 
move the wheels of commerce under such 
conditions. : 
ah Speed is the theme all over the nation. 
ate =" A building which should take two years to 
build is erected and completed in 12 months. Hotels are 
being constructed and they announce their opening dates 
six months in advance and, sure enough, all is ready and 
set to go on the exact day. It is really quite amazing how 
Japanese contractors can predict these dates with such 
accuracy. Work never stops and the rat-tat-tat of rivets : 
continues all through the night—24 hours a day. 

It is all well and good to keep adding more factories 
and plants to the national scene but in so doing there 
are other factors that must be given consideration and 
these must be undertaken at governmental level. A huge 
factory can be built on a fine piece of land but how to 
get the raw material to that factory and then the finished 
product out of that factory and on to ships in Kobe, 
Osaka, Nagoya or Yokohama is an equally important prob- 
lem. More adequate means for transportation both com- 
mercial and personal is the crying need. 

Building codes state exactly how many tsubo of build- 
ing can be constructed on a given piece of land. However 
a building is paralytic if it is inaccessible to trucks. cars 
and public transportation. This country, unlike before 
the war, is definitely on wheels. People of relatively low 
income now drive little cars. I know a chauffeur in Yoko- 
hama who owns his own car. On holidays all these car 
owners take off on pleasure jaunts. 

We see and hear the sounds of what is called economic 
progress on all sides and we wonder what to do about it. 
If industry is going to give people low-priced cars, the 
government must provide proper public highways. Down- 
town Tokyo, like New York City must become a “taxi 
land” and private cars must be parked away from this 
scene of complete confusion before everything comes to 
a screeching halt. (207)

Two of the numbers are high- ' 
ly familiar Kabuki favorites, 
“Yowa Nasake Ukina-no Yoko- 
gushi,” much better known as 
just plain “Kirare-Yosa,” and 
“Edo Sodachi Omatsuri Sa- 
shichi,” also generally abbre- 
viated to “Omatsuri Sashichi.” 
In both, Kanya takes the role of 
the hero, while Tomoemon and 
Shocho divide honors as the re- 
spective heroines, Tomoemon of 
the former and Shocho of the 
latter play. 


Revised Version 


An interesting feature of the 
current production of “Kirare- 
Yosa” is the revised version of 
its famous “Genji-dana” scene, 
which reverts back somewhat 
to the original version instead of 
the form in which it is general- 
ly known. Also, the addition of 
certain not-so-often performed 
scenes from the play serve to 
give a fuller idea of the plot be- 
hind the long story. 


Ordinarily, “Kirare-Yosa” is 
known primarily for its “Mi- 
some” scene in which the hero 
Yosaburo falls in love with 
Otomi at first sight on the beach 
of Kisarazu; and the “Genji- 
dana” scene in which the two 
come face to face again after 
some years, when Otomi is in- 
stalled as Tazaemon’s mistress 
and Yosaburo has fallen into 
petty criminalism. 

These scenes have become the 
big showpleces for the “hand-. 
some lover” player, best repre- 
sented by Ebizo in the current 
top class. Unfortynately Kanya 
does not have the flair or dash 
necessary for the role, as he is 
at his best in lighter comic roles 
such as will be discussed later. 

Pawnshop Scene Added 

The addition of the pawnshop 
scene immediately after the 
Genji-dana scene should actual- 
ly help tn the understanding of 
the whole play, but due to the 
usual Kabuki complications of 
pilot, this generally deleted Bcene 
manages instead to make it less 
readily understood even if more 
authentic. This is because it 


brings Into the otherwise com- 
paratively uncomplicated love 
story of Yosaburo and Otami, 
another plot about a stolen in- 
cense-burner of priceless value, 
belonging to the Chiba family, 
fe which Yosaburo and his fami- 
yY owe allegiance due to t 
chtlentions.” 04 


This type of sub-plot is stand- 
ard stereotyped pattern in all 
the old Kabuki plays and really 
need not be taken seriously at 
all; but they do tend to tangle 
all the lines unless one keeps in 
mind two things, first that it is 
not too important, and second 
that it is generally inserted for 
the purpose of giving a sense of

At any rate, the insertion of 
this scene is highly interesting 
in that it serves to show 
a glimpse of a form closer to 
the original rather than the ef- 
fective showpiece number that 
it has been polished into today. 
In this respect, it is also more 
suited to the current players, 
who must contend against the 
images of these famous roles as 
already created, and who are 
not yet quite up to contending 
with these pre-established imag- 
es. Thus they manage to pre- 
serve their own identity instead 
of being too obviously copies of 
someone else. 


Magnificent Dance 

To go straight down the pro- 
gram in turn: “Shunkyo Kagami 
Jishi” which follows is one of 
Kabuki's magnificent dances, 
copies from a Noh dance. It is 
one of the “shishi-mai” numbers 
in which a brilliantly costumed 
spirit of the legendary “shishi” 
lion performs a vigorous dance, 
waving its long mane in great 
circles over its head for the 
climax. Tomoemon who is an 
accomplished dancer, gives this 
spectacular dance with grace 
and beauty in the first portion 
in the role of the court maiden, 
and with vivid power in the 
“shishi-mai.” 

“Shinagawa Shinju” is a new 
play by Yahachi Yada, third in 
a hilarious series about pimp Ip- 
pachi and his wife Otane, played 
respectively by Kanya and 
Shocho. This series has from 
the start belonged to this pair; 
and they are wonderful as the 
somewhat silly, foolish, gullible, 
henpecked clown that is Ippa- 
chi, and his good-hearted, quick- 
tempered, sharp-tongued wife 
Otane. 

Both start off the play fine in 
their respective caricature styles.

dancer-actress Murasaki Fujima, 
who has been written into the 
play as a geisha who lures Ippa- 
chi into a ludicrous suicide pact 
with her. The play goes off 
hilariously; but one wishes for 


a little more of the delightful 
shrew Otane instead the 
geisha. 

“Onna no Amma” again has 


Fujima, this time as a blind 
masseuse. The play is slight; 
but the combination of players 
portraying a group of blind mas- 
seurs, and a stuttering master 
(Kichisaburo) and his hard-of- 
hearing wife (Shucho) are ex- 
cellent as slightly caricatured 
characters. 


Fine as Team 


Kichisaburo and Shucho are 
particularly fine as the husband- 
and-wife team, one stuttering 
very believably whenever he is 
excited, the other cupping her 
(his?) ear to get in on the news, 
always a little behind the others. 
A bit of borrowed property that 
appears in this play is Tsuyako 
Hanabusa of the Shimpa ge 

“Edo Sodachi Omatsuri 
shichi” is the other play from 
old Kabuki, with its hero and 
heroine representing the roman- 
tic ideals of the age, one being 
a gallant Edo fireman, the other 
his geisha sweetheart. And as is 
the usual case in Kabuki plots 
of this type, the two love each 
other greativy but are led 
through the plots of others into 
a misunderstanding, ending in 
the lover killing his sweetheart 
and learning too late that it had 
all been a mistake. Kanya is 
seen as the lover Sashichi, Sho- 
cho as the ill-fated geisha Koito.

Now, retired from actual 
teaching Mrs. Cavert serves on’ 
the Board of Foundation for 
ICU (International Christian 
University) as vice chairman. 
She adds that what she has 
done, however, is very small as 
compared with what her hus- 
band has achieved. 

The Caverts wiil stay in 
Japan for the month of October 
before going to India where Dr. 
Cavert will participate in the 
Assembly of the World Council 
of churches, which is held 
once in six years. “The first

Even if he hasn't 
seen a@ game all season or even 
read the sports pages, he will 
be following the progress of the 
‘Series, either from the stands 
or by radio or television, where- 
ever in the world he may be 
at the time. 


Baseball is “the” - American

But baseball has produced 
far more heroes than any other 
sport. Names like Babe Ruth, 
Honus Wagner, Ty Cobb, Ted

Its former supporters 
are finding themselves blessed 
with improved standards 
living, able to go boating or 
fishing or to spend weekends at 
their summer cottages. Many 
young people today claim that 
baseball is too slow for them, 
that there's to much waste time 
in which nothing is happening. 
NO wonder cricket never caught 
on here. 

As a result, only three of the 
18 major league clubs make big 
money out of baseball: The 
New York Yankees, the Los 
Angeles Dodgers and the Mil- 
waukee Braves. Another half- 
dozen break even or slightly 
better, while the rest lose money 
hand over fist. 

Some of the owners drop out 
after a few seasons, sell their 
clubs—for $45,000,000—and con- 
sider themselves well out of it. 
But since nearly all the clubs 
are owned by business men who 
can offset their losses on base- 
ball against taxes on their other 
enterprises, sore are content to 
lose money year after year, for 
the fun of running a ball club, 


For the players, it's a differ- 
ent story. With limits, they 
can hire themselves out to the 
highest bidder. And while the 
majority of major league players 
are in the $10,000-$20,000-a-year 
class, there theoretically is no 
limit to their income. Ted Wil- 
liams was such a drawing card 
with the Chicago Red Sox that 
his salary—never officially an- 
nounced—was nearer $125,000 


than $100,000. 
Even Babe Ruth never got 
that much. His maximum, in 


1930-31, was $80,000, but this was 
more than the President of the 
United States, and endorsement 
of various products doubled and 
tripled Ruth’s income. 

Mickey Mantle, star center- 
fielder for the Yankees, is mak- 
ing about $80,000 a year. Maris 
started this year with a con- 
tract less than half that, but 
/his 6lst homer asured him of 
a big salary boost for next 


year, plus endorsements which 


could nudge a million dollars. 

It is no wonder that baseball 
attracts the imagination of the 
underprivileged even more than 
the average American. Fifteen 
years ago, there was not a sin- 
gie colored player in the major 
leagues. Then in 1946, presi 
dent Branch Rickey of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers hired Jackie 
Robinson as the first Negro in 
modern-day major league base- 
ball. Today, every team has 
Negro or Puerto Rican stars, 
and they provide up to a third 
of the teams’ rosters. 


The American national game 
not only originated in its basic 
form in England but took its 
name from the English game.

Japan Aims for Better 
Showing in Track Events

Japan is out to capture some for attack by Japanese track 


glory in the track and field 
games with an ambitious train- 
ing program to bring medals 
to Japan at the coming 1964 
Tokyo Olympics... 

Japan has been especially 
weak in track events compared 
to other Olympic contests. 

Since World War Il Japanese 
track men have not piaced in 
the Olympics at Helsinki, Mel- 
bourne and Rome. in prewar 
Olympics Japanese have won 
gold and other medals in track 
and field events. They have 
shone particularly in the hop- 
step-jump and pole vault. 

With the 1964 Olympics in 
their own grounds, Japanese 
track men are making an all- 
out bid to win medals. 

The Japan Track and Field 
Federation has drawn up tar- 
gets for the athletes to aim 
over the next three years. 

In the sprint events, the tar- 
get called for 10.2 seconds in 
the 100 meters and 20.7 seconds 
in the 200 meters by 1964. 

In the 100-meter dash the 
goal: was 10.4 seconds in 1961, 
10.3 seconds in 1962 and 1963 
and 10.2 in the Olympic year. 
Similarly in the 200 meters it 
was 21.3 seconds for this year, 
21 flat for 1963, 20.8 seconds 
for 1963 and 20.7 seconds in 
1964. 

The Olympic marks are 10.2 
and 20.5 seconds respectiveiy 
for the 100 and 200 meters. 
The fastest Japanese times in 
recent years are 10.5 in the 100 
and 21.4 in the 200. 

In the 5,000-meter run, the 
goal was 13 minutes 40 secon J 
by 1964. It meant cutting 34.8 
seconds from the present Japa- 
nese record of 14:14.8. The 
Olympic mark is 13:39.6. 

The target for this year was 
set at 14:20, next year 14:10 and 
13:45 in 1963. 

The hop-step-jump event, one- 
time Japanese strong point in 
which* Japan has won gold 
medals, will be specially marked 
ee 
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The federation set the 
goal of 17 meters by the time 
of the Olympics. 

The attack will begin with 
the first year target of 16.20

1845 that a list of rules was 
drawn up by a surveyor, Al- 
exander J. Cartwright. Apart 
from the fact that in Cart- 
wright’s day the ball was pitch- 
ed underhand instead of over- 
hand, his rules remain the 
basis of modern-day baseball. 

The first 
club in the U.S. was the Cincin- 
nati Red Stockings of 1869, 
direct forerunners of this year’s 
World Series underdogs. The 
Red Stockings made a country- 
wide tour, winning 56 games 
and drawing one, and creating 
an audience. 


Top pay then was $1,400. 

The first professional baseball 
league was the National Associa- 
tion, formed in 1871 with nine 
clubs. This became the modern 
National League in 1876. Other 
professional leagues came and 
went, mostly lasting only a few 
years, and from 1890 to 1900 
the National League ruled un- 
opposed. 


Then the American League 
was formed, and it had enough 
money behind it to be a threat 
to the older league, and peace 
was declared In 1903. That 
year saw the first World Series 
between the champions of each 
league, a series which has con- 
tinued unbroken till today. 

In the meantime, baseball has 
spread to those countries with 
a strong U.S. influence, and to 
many others. Apart from the 
U.S. and Canada, the game is 
most widely played in Japan 
and the Philippines and 
throughout the Americas and 
the Caribbean. It is found to 
a lesser extent in Australia and 
South Africa, India, Israel, 
Taiwan and Holland.

“It didn’t hurt a Obit,” he 
said with a wide grin when 
he stepped out of the batting 
cage. 

After this workout swinging 
lefthanded, Mantle rested a 
half-hour and then returned to 
take eight swings righthanded. 
This time he hit only one 
“homer”’—but that was a boom- 
ing drive that carried 25 feet 
over the 40-foot-high fence in 
left field and drew gasps from 
about 200 fans who watched the 
practice session. 

Even so, Yankee Manager 
Ralph Houk said he would not 
make a final decision on wheth- 


er Mantle will start “until 
Saturday.” 
Reds’ Stock Up 
CINCINNATI (AP) — The 


World Series flares anew Satur- 
day after a change of scenery 
and certainly a change of pros- 
pects for the lightly-regarded 
Cincinnati Reds in their cham- 
plonship duel with the New 
York Yankees. 

The Reds, seemingly well 
outclassed in losing’ Wednes- 
day's opener, came back to life 
in New York Thursday with a 
6-2 decision over the Yankees. 

When the series’ third game 
is played at Crosley Field here 
Saturday afternoon, the Yankees 
will find themselves hammered 
down to 2 to 1 favorites from 
a 4%-1 choice prior to Thurs- 
day's game before 63,083 spec- 
tators in New York's Yankee 
Stadium. 

As for the third game—in

Maris, still. hitless in seven 
series official at-bats, was struck 
out three times, twice being put 
down by Jay Thursday. Roger 
hasn't hit a ball out of the in- 
field in the series. 


Although Yank Manager 
Ralph Houk said he was uncer- 
tain over his Sunday pitcher, it 
most likely will be Whitey Ford, 
who pitched a two-hit 20 open- 
ing victory Wednesday and can 
break Babe Ruth's pitching 
record of 29 2/3 scoreless 
innings. Ford has pitched 27 
runiess innings—three succes- 
sive shutouts, including two 
against Pittsburgh last year.

PARIS—Adjustments of farm 
produce imports are likely to 
become one of the most difficu't 
tasks which Britain will be com- 
pelled to tackle in negotiating 
for entry in the European Com- 
mon Market (EEC). 

Britain is importing an aver- 
age of £1,300 million worth of 
farm products per annum at 
present. 

While the bulk of the imports 
come from the Commonwealth 
partners, the British Govera- 
ment is covering the differential 
between low import and com- 
paratively high producers’ prices 
in the form of a subsidy to 
farmers. Anyway, relatively 
cheap provisions are now being 
available to general consumers 
in Britain. 

On the other, ERC member 
nations are seeking to maintain 
a high and stabilized price level 
for their agricultural produce 
through the operation of the 
mechanism of guaranteed prices 
which general consumers are 
obliged to shoulder.

Kennedy, in a letter to Paz 
'Estenssoro, said the U.S. would 
take no action in regards to

Two Opinion Polls 


Support for Conservatives Drops; Nuclear Tests Disapproved 


Two opinion surveys conduct- 
ed independentiy during the 
recent weeks give indications 
as to how the Japanese public 
feels about certain domestic 
and international issues. 

One of the polls is by the 
Jiji Press carried out through 
Chuo Chosa Sha every month 
on a set of regular question 
using the same samples. 


In the latest survey, held 
during the Sept. 1-12 period, 
answers were obtained from 


1,036 persons or 82.9 r cent 
of the 1,250 samples distributed 
throughout Japan. 


To one of the usual ques- 
tions, “Which party do you 
support?” 343.per cent men- 
tioned the Liberal-Democratic 
which means a slight drop 
from 35.5 per cent of August. 


The trend since July this year 
has been a steady decline. (See 
Table 1) 

Likewise, the percentage of 
support for the Ikeda Cabinet 
dropped from 44 per cent to 
42.3. 

An explanation of this pheno- 
menon is found in the data 
relating to another question 
asked of those who favored the 
conservative party above all 
others: “Why do you support 
the conservative party?” 

Due to Rising Prices 


Those who said, “Because its 
policies are good,” dropped 
from 11.2 per cent of August 
to 8.3 per cent of last month. 
A specific factor for this down- 
ward tendency would be the 
rising price level, which has 
more impact on the citizen's 
life than any other problem. 

To the question of whether 
the prices would continuesto go 
up, level off or go down, 81.5 
per cent thought they would 
rise further. The correspond- 
ing figure for August )was 79.7 


per cent, 
As for party support, the 
Socialists gained slightly from 


22.4 per cent in August to 24.5 
per cent last month, while the 
Democratic Socialists fared con- 
siderably worse, registering a 
drop from 4.2 to 2.5 per cent. 
Notable is the rise in the 
number of those who could not 
make up their mind about party 
preference. The “don't knows” 


soared from 16.4 to 20.7 per 
cent in one month. 
One of the _ § international 


questions asked by Chuo Chosa 
Sha pollsters of their samples 
was: “Do vou believe that 
Japan should side with the Free 
World or with the Communist 
bloc, or neutralist?” 


International Question 


The result is shown in Table 
2. The Free World gained by 
l per cent and the Communist 
bloc lost by 06 per cent. 
Significant is the fact that those 
favoring a neutralist stand were 
reduced in number from 35.7 
to 33 per cent. 

All these figures are rather 
remarkable in view of the data 
concerning another question: 
“Do you believe that the danger 
of war has increased or decreas- 


ed of late?” Following were 
the answers: 
Sept. Aug. 
Increased 46.5% 25.9% 
No change 27.2% 32.9% 
Decreased 54% 17.5% 
Don't know 20.8% 23.7% 


When people feel that there 
is a greater danger of war than 
before, they would ordinarily 
show a greater preference for 
neutralism. But on the face of 
this survey, the Japanese seem 
to prefer close alliance with the 
Free World. 

Another set of. the usual 
questions posed by Chuo Chosa 
Sha concerns likes and dislikes 
about other countries. Among 
the favored nations, the United 
States is, as she always has 
been, at the top of the list 
with 46.4 per cent. But this 
indicates a drop of 1.6 per cent 
from the figure for August. The 
Soviet Union, too, lost some- 
what in this category—from 5.9 
to 3.6 per cent. 

USSR Most Disliked 

Consistent with these figures 
are those about disliked nations. 
The Soviet Union is still ahead 
of all others with even a gain 
ir. percentage—47.3 per cent as 
compared with 45.1 per cent of 
the previous month. The United 
States, too, picked up slightly 
from 5 to 6.1 per cent. 

These changes regarding the 


two Big Powers may reflect 
Japanese reaction fo the re- 
sumption of nuclear terts by 


both countries.

Medical Fee Hike

Had he checked his 
facts a bit deeper than tourist 
say-so he would have learned 
that the “secret” of the Fiji fire 
walkers is the stone they 
walk on. Each firewalker is a 
semi-pro and carries his own 
stones with him. These are of 
a porous voleanie type which, 
because of their porosity, do not 
transfer great heat. Their edges, 
the areas closest to the under 
coals yet visible, may even glow 
with heat but the top surfaces 
will not be excessively hot. 

The porous stones do not pass 
much heat through from any 
coals below and being porous 
can dispel most of it into the air, 
their porosity in effect increas- 
ing their cooling surface. Yes,
